inalic piiifessioii was loo slronu to be 
quellfd. i:vrii as a child he had 
eMiiced a meal a|>litudc for actinK- 
While worldng In his father's office lie 
joined the Iriationiils' Amateur Dra- 
matic Club, and took part in several 
stiiall plays. He found, however, that 
Ills position In his father's office did 
iioi pcrnill him to dovoto enough time 
to tho drama, and, to satisfy his great 
love for acting, lie finally Joined the 
profession at the age of 24.

them back to life.

An Innovation was tried yesterday 
when the fourth year Mechanical stu- 
dents Joined with the fourth yeui 
italiway men In a trip to the I'oint 8t. 
diaries Repair Shops of the Orand 
Trunk Railway. This Is the first 
lime that these two classes have had 
jiie opportunity to unité on one of 
tbcir trips, the Italiway men being 
itie only ones making regular trips 
heretofore, it was a trip that would 
be of Interest both to any tnechanlcai 
man and to Hallway Htudent.s, and, as 
a re.sult. was very well attended, near- 
ly every man of the combined classes 
being present. 

Professor Kcay, of the Hallway 
Transportation Department, iiccom- 

anled the men, sliowliiK tlicm tbiouKh 
the shops, and explaiiiliiK very fully 
uiKl carefully the items of iiartiiiilar 
interest, and pointint; out the various 
opérations in the maiiiifaeture and 
r< pair of locomotives, and the whys 
..nd wherefores of the features of the 
various types of locomotives then In 
'he shops. 

The erecting shop wa« by far the 
most interesting and Instructive pan 
of the plan'.. Hero were seen ever.\ 
type of locomotive from the giant I'a- 
clflc type used in the fastest of pas- 
•jenKcr ser\ ice to the old "dinky" eil- 
i;in» of tile construction gang. A 
few e.Mimples of the fast-dlsappear- 
inB type known as tho "compound" en- 

rine were In the shops. They were 
of the cross-compound type, the hl(,'h 
pres.sure lyiiiuler beltiK placud on one 
side of the frame, and the low pres- 
sure on the othei. thus neeessltalliiK 
the exhaust steam fiom the biKh pres- 
sure crosslnK to the other side. The 
main reason why Ibis engine is «o- 
liiK out is because it rei|uires an ex- 
cessive amount of re|ialrs. and has to 
be taken out of si-rvlce mu<li ofteiier 
lhan the sinKle expatision types. Tliis 
Is due to the fact that the work of 
both sides is not the satne, exceid at 
one cut-off, and hence the engine is 
subjected to more, or less contortion 
and vibration that does not exist in 
any other form. The actual cost of 
operaiting the compound on the road 
is perhaps cottslderably less than that 
of a single expansion, but the exces- 
sive cost of repairs more than offsets 
this. The introduction of the super- 
neater has also removed one of the 
causes of the development of the com- 
pound. 

A very InferestluR operation was 
taking place when the men arrived In 
the erect inu shop. A broken engine 
frame was bi liiR repaired by the oxy- 
aretyleiie process, in which a torch of 
biirniin: arel vieii,. (;as eombined wliu 
an (Lxygen jet is iiseil to supply the 
lieat for the wehl. The heal from this 
torch Is. with the e.\ee|>tion of th.- 
electric arc, the greatest that ciii b.- 
produced. The operator Is foreeil to 
wear filasses to jVevenl injury to his 
eyes, caused by the excessive heat. A 
weld made by this process is often 
stronger than the orlRlnal frame, (in 
the same engine, there were a multi- 
tude of other repfilrs going on. Here 
cylinders were being re-bored, new 
bearings made, and multitudinous 
other repairs made. 

The shop is of the opposite type 
to that of the Angus, the transverse 
system being used instead of the 
lonRltudlnal. This requires a trans- 
verse table 111 locate the locomotives 
In the shops. The reaB«m for the table 
In this type of shop Is to prevent the 
necessity of an excessive numtier of 
tracks entérine the shop.

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1 THE THEOLOOS. AND THE STUDENTS' SOCIETY. 

j Of all the proposals which have been put forward iu recent years 
J with a -new to securing thfs consolidation of the students of the Uni- 
I versity corniimiiity. noue is inori' iinportuiit or more likely to achieve 
its purpose thuii tlie desire expressed by the students of the Co-Op- 
erative Theological Colleges, to become members of the Students' So- 
ciety of Mi'Oill University, with representation, of course, on the Ex- 
ecutive Council of the Society. The Daily knows not with what par- 
ticular member of the Theological Society this idea originated, but 
it must eertiiinl.v have been with a man possessing the power to see 
into the future and to guage in no uncertain manner the opinion of 
the undergraduate body as a whole. 

Ever since MeGill Daily oommenced publication five years ago 
the newspaper has made it part of its business to do all in its power 
to further any scheme having as its object closer coiuiection iiinong 
the various elements of the University community. Towards this 
end there have been numerous att tempts made to bring about closer 
relations with Macdonnld College, uud with the Theological Colleges 
affiliated with the Uiiiversit.v. After three years of effort, the es- 
tablishment of a .Macilonald Collepe section in the Tniversity paper 
has become a fact, ami there seems uo reasonable excuse for further 
ignorance of the activities of the Faculty of Agriculture or for the 
existence of anytliiiip but an interested attitude towards lIcGill pro- 
per ou the part of the "Aggies." it now seems i)robable that the 
hope of a united body of Arts, Medicine, Law, Science and Theology 
students will be realized. Fii the past there have been various at- 
tempts made to bring the Theological students into closer touch with 
University activities than had been the case, but as a general rule 
each of these resulted in failure. Perhaps as a Theolof^ical student 
has pointed out, this was because the Theologs. have not been offi- 
cially recognized as McOill students, and therefore were not entitled 
to avail themselves of the privilepes extended to undergraduates pro- 
' per. This does not, however, account for the non-participation by 
i Theological students in University activities in which they have been 
from time to time invited to take part. 

Laying aside all questions of the attitude of the Theologs. in the 
past, it is only fair to point out that it has remained for them them- 
selves to realize the benefits which would result from membership in 
the Students' Society. This has only been possible through the for- 
mation of the Theological Society, which embraces in its membership 
all bona fide theological students, and has been the means of bring- 
ing the theological students together as never before. It is sur- 
prising that the Theologs. did not long ago join themselves togetiier 
to offer a.united front in all matters affecting their institutions, and 
their own interests, thus gaining strength and being in n position to 
command greater n sport from those with whom they have dealings. 

The request for mciubership in the Students' Society which will 
come shortly frnni the Theolops. will, the Daily trusts, and believes, 
meet with a favourable reception at the hands of not only the Stu- 
dents' Council, but also of the rank and file of the Students' So- 
ciety. A fitudrnt of undergraduafe affairs will readily perceive that 
the advantage will not alone rest with the Theologs., for increased 
membership means increased revenue for the organizations deriving 
benefit from the universal fee. The highly desirable aspect of a united 
McGill student body is, however, the most important light in which 
the proposed affiliation is to be judged. Payment of the full uni- 
versal fee will, of course, be a requisite, since it would be an injus- 
tice to place students who have paid only a partial fee on the same 
footing aa those who have contributed the full fee. By the proposed 
arrangement, the Theoloj^s. will be enabled to add their strength to 
University athletics, to lend their oratory to the meetings of the Lit- 
erary Society, to avail themselves of all the privileges of club life, as 
exemplified by the Union, and in general to place the University un- 
dergraduate activities on a more firm footing than is now the case. 

Amendment of the constitution of the Students' Society and the 
acquiescence of the I'niversit.v and TheoloRical College authorities is 
all that stands in the way of the scheme. The first is only a matter of 
the necessary time; the second should be easily broujflit about. No- 
thing should be allowed to interfere with the furtherance of a scheme 
which will ultimately benefit not only the elements involved, but the 
University as a whole.

FOREST PQIOTSCTION. 

The use of meehanleai equipment 
for the extinguishing of forest fires 
Is steadily gaining ground, wfth cor- 
respondingly good résulta in both ef- 
fifleney and economy. A recent de- 
velopment In this direction Is the In- 
rrensed use by the Canadian Pacific 
Railway of tank cars for the protection 
from forest fires of the territory im- 
mediately adjacent to Us lines.

now extended ni'-lhod of protec-

uniunK^t the oldf.st land In thi» ^urld. 
Am in' J.S unnuLs uro cuni'eruutf aow- 
ever, ft la, ot ixairse, amansiil llie 
youngest. Who first discovered liie 
Kruut Southern I'uiitinent ia a iiue.-i- 
tion slill untioltled. and la Ukcly, aa 
far as can he soon, tu remain so; but 
one thlnK aeema to be certain enouKb. 
and tluit la that fur many centuries 
before its eoasta were alghted and ex- 
plored by Europeans, the, fact of its 
existence was generaUy kiiown ia both 
Bast and West. The Chinese, who 
have managed to forestall Burope In 
most tblncs, bad certainly some know- 
ledge <»t It, as tar back as tbe Thir- 
teenth Century. The Malays were 
probably acquainted with the norths 
ern coast, and Marco Polo, the great 
traveller of the Thirteenth Century, 
makes reference to the reputed ex- 
istence of a vast southern continent. 
There was no great druinatie diacov- 
eri' of AuBtraita. such a.-i thor« wus 
In the case of America. It seema, 
somehow, to have slraBgled Into the 
knowledBe of tlie West by way of 
ship.-i blown out of their courses, and 
thruuRh tales carried overland from 

the I';ast. 

i;,irly in tht> Movent eenth Century, 
however, l'hlllp III. of ."^paln took the 
matter in hand, lie sent out an ex- 
pedition of UiBcuvery from Callao, 
Peru, under Admiral da Torres, to 
search for tbe great Southern Con- 
tinent. The little fleet, consisting of 
three vessels. Bailed from Callao on 
the 2l8t of December, 1*06. and. the 
following year, reached one of the Is- 
lands of the New Hebrides, which was 
at once hailed as, indeed, the land for 
which they were searching. De Torres 
then sailed north towards the Phllip- 
pincB, and may, possibly, liave cauKht 
slsht of the northern coast of Aus- 
tralia on hlH way. He did not, how- 
ever, reach the continent. The next 
few years were fruitful In discovery. 
In the same year that de Torres Bailed 
from Oallao. the little Putch vessel, 
tlie PiiyfUen or Dove, sailed from Ran- 
tam, in .lava, on a vnyatre of diacov- 
ery. The voyagera succeeded In reach - 
inw the north shores of the continent, 
and explored a considerable stretch ot 
the Gulf of Carpentaria. This was 
followed by several other enterprises 
undertaken by Dutchmen, and by 1866 
the Dutch possessed rough charts ot 
almost the whole of the western eoast; 
whilst to tbe mainland iti^elf they had 
given the name of New Holland. 

The first English navigator to sight 
tbe Australian Continent was 'William 
Dampier. Tbls was In 1«R». and. on 
his return to England, the account he 
gave of his voyage resulted lit his be- 
ing sent out In the Roebuck. In 1699. 
to prosecute his discoveries further. 
Dampier carried out his commission to 
uood purpiise. explored some 900 milfs 
of the western coast, laiuled at sev- 
eral points, and made due record of 
hl.s experiences. He was not favorably 
Impressed willi tlie countrv as far as 
he could see it. lie dcucrllied It as 
liarren and sterile and almost devoid 
of animals. Tlie only animal. Indeed, 
of any importance was n "strnnpre 
ereature which advanced by great 
bounds or leaps Instead of walking. 
Msing only Its hind legs and covering 
twelve or fifteen feet at a time." In 
this description there Is not much dif- 
ficulty In recognising the kangaroo. 

It was. however, after tbe famous 
voyage of Captato Cook, In 1769-70, 
that Australia began to take Its place 
as one of the great facta of the world. 
Cook's immediate object was to ob- 
serve the transit of Venus; but he 
was also commissioned to ascertain 
"Whether the unexplored part of the 
Southern Hemisphere be only an im- 
mense mass of water, or contain an- 
other continent." The transit was ob- 
.served from the island of Tahiti, ond 
then f'ook commenced hentintj aliout 
the Pacific on his «reat cpiesl. On the 
«lh of October, 17BS, the coast of New 
Zealand was slulited, and two d lyh 
;ater the Rreal navlRator cast anc'.ior 
In Poverty Bay, so called liccause of 
the hostility of the natives and the 
general inhospitailly of the reception 
iccorded to the Voyagers. Krom New 
Zealand, Cook sailed westward for 
nearly three weeks; finally sighted 
the eastern coast of Australia, and 
casting anchor In a bay, which be 
called Botany Bay, because of the 
number of flowera found there, took 
possession of the country In tbe name 
ot Great Britain, and called it New 
South Wales. That was the begin- 
ning of the British occupation. in 
1787 a British colony was dispatched 
to Botany Bay, and reached Its des* 
tlnatlon the following year. Prom this 
tme onward settlements were made 
along the coast. In 1829 the Swan 
River settlement was made In what 
Is now Western Australia. \'lclorla 
was fii*t colonized dn 18.35, .South 
\uBtralla In 1836, and QueenslaAd In 
164S. 



ENALMH AND WELSH SCHOOLS 
I AND THE WAR. 

Tbm recently lasaed.rqKtrt at tbe 
British board o( educattoa for the year 
ltI4-lS. cotaeidtag, aa it practically 
|doe% with tha fiiat year ot the war, 
la p a rtlrol a r tar lateroettac aa showing 
the effect nt tba 'war «pon education 
in tbe two countries coaceraed. The 
' questiea of eâneaUoa and bow fkr. if 
I at all. tbe war should b* allowed to 
affect It, has. ot course, been a subject 
|ot earnest debate la the tTatted King' 
dean, as la other belUgereat countries, 
ter some ti»e past. At first, opialons 
on tbe matter were very greatly divid- 
ed; btit. lately, tbe view bas been 
steadily gaining ground that wherever 
else economy was exercised, it should 
not be in th« ntatter of eduçatlon. 

The report of the board of educa- 
tion, already referred to, shows that, 
broadly speaking, this bas been the 
policy of the authortties. There has 
been no reducUon la tbe actual expen- 
diture on education during the period 
under review, the only change notice- 
able being that tbe increase in this 
expenditure, which in normal tinus 
amounted to about £1,000,000 a year, 
fell la l»li-15 by rather mora than 10 
per cent. 

The education authorities have haU 
many difficulties to contend with, not 
the least of which was the requisition- 
ing .of many school buildings for va- 
rious mlUtary purposes. The report, 
however, declares that the dislocation 
thus caused, although aiCute In some 
areas, was not excessive over the 
country as a whole. The means, more- 
over, adopted by the authorities to 
overcome this difficulty, notably in 
the Institution of the "doulile shift" 
system, were as interesting as tliey 
were effective, it is particularly wel- 
|Conie to note from the report that the 
general well-being of the cliililren i.s 
a subject of special comment, in many 
areas, the report dedare.s. tlie children 
are better fed and better clothed than 
ever before, a condition altriliuted to 
the good employment and high wages 
of the parents, and to the allowance 
made to the famUies ot aoldlera and 
sailors. 

Another difficulty met with and. to 
a large extent, overcome is the scarcity 
of teachers. Of the teacher^ employed 
by local education authorities alone no 
fewer than I'O.OOO have joined the 
colors. Here, us in the case of so 
many other actlvltica, woven have 
come to the rescue, and the gaps have. 
In many cases, been filUiJ by women 
teachers who had retired fnmi the pro- 
fession upon their marrlane. On the 
whole, the conclusion to be derived 
from the report Is, that very earnest 
efforts have been made to preserve as 
high a standard as pussil>le of elemen- 
tary education in the country, and 
that these efforts have been, In a 
marked degree, successful. 



amuse that ran fbe remarkable dis- 
tance of eighteen miles in that time. 
A half-penny's worth of oatmeal was 
sufficient for thirty-five A^ya' food 
for line niou>e. which tiunnj; that time 
tun ttiiee hundred and .sixty-two miles. 
He kept two mice coiiHtantly engaged 
in tile making of sewing thread for 
more than a year. This thread mill 
was so constructed that the mouse was 
able to twist, aad reèl from one hua- 
dred to one huadred and twenty 
threads a day. To perform thia task 
it had to run ten aajl a half miles, 
which it did with ease every other 
day. 

On the iialf-penny's worth of oat- 
meal, wliicli lasted for five weeks, mu- 
of these little creatures niade three 
thousuiiil. three liundred and fifty 
threads, twenty-five inches long. 
Since a penny was paid to women for 
every hank made in the ordinary way. 
the mouse at that raite earned nine 
pence every six weeka. After deduct- 
ing the cost «I food and naachinery, 
there was a clear yearly, profit from 
each, mouse of over kIx shillings. 

Mr. Hutton Hill ri led to apply for 
the loan of Dunfermline Abbey, which 
was empty, where he plunned lo set 
up ten thousand mouse mills, and still 
have room for keepeis and several 
liundred of spectators, liut the project 
was never carried out btecauae of tbe 
inventor's sudden death.

UTILIZINO MOUSE POWER. 

Man has harnessed the winds, the 

\ tides and the cataracts, and disciplined 
Uhe liorse. the ox and the elephant. 
!I,iing ago he began to earn leisure 
foi himself by forcing nature, both 
animate and inanimate, to labor for 
him. David Hutton, an ingenious 
Scotchman, actually proved that stores 
of profitable energy were going to 
waste among the tiny active domestic 
mice! 

We quote his own account of his 
curious experiments. "In the sum- 
mer of 1812. I bad occasion to be at 
Perth. While Inspecting the toys and 
trinkets that were manufactured by 
the Prench prisoners In the depot 
there, my attention was attracted by 
n little toy h<iuse with a wheel in the 
g>. ble that was running ^rapidly 
rruiul, impelled by the activity of a 
common mouse. For one ahilling I 
purchased the house, the mouse and 
the wheel. liut how to apply half ounce 
power (which Is the weight of a 
mouse) to a useful purpose was the 
difficulty. At length the manufacture 
ot a sewing thread seemed the most 
practicable." 

Mr. Hutton found that an ordinary, 
mouse would run on the average ten 
and a half mllea a day; he bad one 



CONTENTS TOLD BY COLOR. 

I'ulors are used extensively at the 
Massachusetts InsUtute of Technol- 
ogy to distinguish the contents of. tbe 
.'lU miles of various pipes containing 
21 liquids and gases that are used In 
the lalioratorles and plumbing sys- 
tem of the new buildings. The plan 
was devised by Prof. K. A. Miller, 
head of tlie mechanical engineering 
department, and A. S. Smith, superln- 
teiulent of buildings and power. Pipes 
at the Institute rangn In B\ze from the 
one-inch water supply to the 14-inch 
steam mains, and a large portion of 
the whole runs -^through "pipe gal- 
leries" to tbe placea from which It 
has local distribution. 

Obviously some system of marking 
Is needed for pipes in the galleries, 
which range from 100 to ZOO feet in 
length, as otherwise a pipe supposed 
Id contain liurning gas for instance, i 
iiiiKhl be tapped by student or repair 
tnan and found to contain ammonia | 
at pressure. Pipes in the galleries : 
are colored at the Joints or with little 
patches at some other and more con- 
venient place. Those running through 
the laboratory of the mechanical en- 
gineering department, however, are 
painted their entire lengths.

be fired. The fuel has to be fired by 
some automatic means. As much fire 
M wanted can easily be obtained us 
the combustion is practically Instan- 
taneoua, the fuel being so finely di- 
vided that oxygen can reach It im- 
mediately. There Is no waste of fuel, 
eithsr over the pits. In the engine 
house or through ashes, aa there are 
no grates to be cleaned, no excess of 
fuel that can get up the stack In 
smoke, nnd the fire can be stopped 
%nd started at will without any of tlie 
•rouble incident to the starting ot an 
ordinary coal fire. This latter ad- 
vantage niso enables the enRlne to lie 
fired up much more rapidly. The 
Increase in hauling capacity throuKh 
the rapid steaming qualities nnd the 
absolute consumption of the fuel nnd 
the Increase In tonnage and overt Inn- 
saved are also iiowerful factors whlclt 
point to the increased use of this fuel 
for locomotive work. 

There is a great saving fn mainten- 
ance expense through the elimination 
of the liability of burning trestles 
and cross ties, and the absence at the 
ash and cinders from the right of 
way. There is a considerable drop in 
the maintenance expense ot coaling 
and ash handling stations, 

The firebox of the locomotive Is 
greatly simplified by the introduc- 
tion of thfs process, and that, with 
the uniformity of the steam pres- 
sure and the evenness of the heat in 
the firebox, cuts the cost of mainten- 
ance of the locomotive. There is no 
clogging ot flues from cinders or 
ashes, nor is there any chance of 
damage to firebox parts through de- 
fective firing. 

The Item of fuel expense is one ot 
the greatest in the list of operatlnK 
expenses. The use of this tuol fulls 
In line wtlh the shortage that is com- 
ing in a tew years in the supply of 
what are now standard fuels. The 
heat losses are less than In any other 
form ot fuel burner as the conditions 
tor the maximum ease in chemical 
reaction between the fuel and oxygen 
could not be Improved on. Mr. Coffin 
then went further Into the Items enu- 
merated above, and told Just how the 
savtnc was effeoted. He estimates 
that tha actual fuel saving without 
eonsidertng the other ways would 
amount to at least IS per cent, ot the 
actual tuel tirod. The legislative re- 
qulromenta uo tally lived up to both 
In rospeet to the eleaallness ot the 
fires and the abatement of smoke 
nuisances In the cities. 

Conl dust was experimented with as 
a fuel In ISlt in cement plants, but it 
was not until 11(6 that the Manhat- 
tan Elevated Railway experimented to 
some extent on their line. Due tu Im- 
proper methods and poor fuel, this 
attempt was not a success, and was 
abandoned. However, In the last few 
years, there has been grest activity 
in this line, and some of them hove 
turned out to be very valuable. Any 
ordinary solid fuel is available, and 
mure or less success is obtained from 
fuels that are entirely waste or un- 
fit tor ordinary use. The pela ware 
and Hudson have had exceptionally 
good results on some engines InsUlied 
on their lines. Brlquettlng small coal 
is not successful. 

The coal used must be prepared In 
order to get good results. It should 
be thoroughly dried and tine enough 
to pass through a SOp mesh screen. 
The equipment required is simple, 
easily maintained, and Includes the 
elimination ot all manual work in 
pas.sInK It Into the firebox. The smoke 
box rigging is largely eliminated, as 
there are no sparks, etc., to be deflect- 
ed, as In the coal locomotive. The 
operation show.i a jrreater efflcleiiiy, 
as the fire can be tjuilt and steam up

The following letter has been re- 
ceived from Mr. H. A. Kennedy, Sec- 
retary of the Military Hospitals Com- 
mission, giving the latest figures re- 
garding returned soldiers invalided 
back , to Canada. They are accom- 
panied by u brief outline of what is 
being done liy that ComralHsion and 
kindred Ijodies. The communication 
tulluws; — 

Tlie .Military Hospitals Commission 
at Ottawa informs us that Z.OSl sol- 
diers were umli-r Its care al the be- 
Kinnlng of this month. Of these. 4:ill 
were at Sanatoria tor tuberculosis, 
and 1,616 at ConvaleBCfnl Hospitals 
682 of the latter being out-putients - 
while it members of the force were 
In asylums for the insane. Of the 
426 cases of tuberculosis. It may be 
added, almost exactly half were dis- 
covered in time to prevent them from 
leaving Canada tor the seat of war. 

Accordlni; to a statement prepared 
by ttie Mllitla Department, up to Oc- 
tolier B, 1916, the number of soldiers 
sent back to Canada because of medi- 
cal unfitness was 6.208. Of these, IMil 
were sufferlng from wouml.s. sIhU- 
shock, or the effeet of (-as; 122 were 
insane; 245 were afflicted with tuber- 
culosis; while the remainder, 4.880, 
were suffering from Other diseases and 
disabilities. 

All Canadians ought to know what 
Is being done by the Military Hospi- 
tals Commission, acting on behalf of 
tbe whole body ot citlsens, for the 
restoration ot iheir wounded defend- 
ers to a position ot self-support and 
independence, 

Bvery disabled soldier is medically 
examined on arriving at Quebec. If 
he is no longer in need of ho.spltul 
treatment, he Is sent home free of ex- 
pense and discharged with a pension 
or gratuity according to the extent 
of his disability. 

If he needs further treatment, he 1.-= 
taken to the hospital or sanatorium 
where the treatment most suitable to 
his case is available, and. If possible 
to the Institution nearest his home 
Men will) cannot resume their fornic' 
work on discharge from hospital an 
advised and enabled to take specin 
training tor new occupations. Thi. 
is provided tree ot cost; and while 
the men are being trained the Domin- 
ion Qovernment maintains them and 
their families. 

Men needing artificial limbs art 
taken to Toronto, where these limbr 
arc made and supplied without chargt 
Men with serious nerve disorders ar 
treated specially in the Ontario Mili- 
tary Hospital at Cobourg. 

Kach Provincial (Jovernment ha" 
appointed a Conimission to help di.-^- 
charged men in securinK steady an ' 
remunerative work. The Homlnioi, 
[lovernment, and other authorities nnd 
employer."!, systematically cive prefer- 
ence to returned soldiers when flllint; 
vacant positions. 

The public can and should co-oper- 
ate heartily In this urgently necessfiry 
work, by encouraging the men to take 
fullest advantage of the curative and 
educational opportunities given them 
and afterwards by seeing that the.v 
get work. l>ocai committees hav< 
been formed tor this purpose In man.\ 
towns, but much'more has to be dont 
in this way. 

The treatment, most careful- 
ly carried out In accordance with 
the latest discoveries and the proved 
results ot medical experience, Includes 
many forms ot strengthening exer- 
cises, often requiring special and 
costly apparatus: the scientific use of 
electricity, massage, and continuous 
baths for affected limbs; with Wise 
dieting and fresh air as a matter of 
course. 

Occupation is often as necessary 
and beneflcial as rest Itself, In itr 
curative and strengthening efteot on 
body and mind. Classes are there- 
fore held at the hoepttale. tor Instruc- 
tion and practice, in many arts and 
industries, such as carpentry *anc 
wood-carving, metal and leather 
working, typewriting and book-keep- 
ing, mechanical drawing and elemen- 
tary engineering, gardening, bee-keep- 
lim nnd poultry-raising. 

These all help to Increase the ca- 
. parity of the patients, nnd to lessen 
the iffert of an Injury they have re- 
I reived, by (jettlnK them into iirartlee 
for Kurh industries as they ran pro- 
fitably undert.ike. The medical and 
eduentlonal officers try first to dis- 
cover what each mnn I» most likely to 
succeed at. and then to fit him tor It 
as thoroughly as possible. 

It has been wisely derided that no 
man shall forfeit any part ot his pen- 
sion on account of his industry and 
enterprise In Improving his own fin- 
ancial position.

Last Oame of the Interfaculty 
Series at Stadium To-day. 



MANY MEN ARE INJURED. 



The Number of Men Forced Oat 
of the Med. -Arts. Oame Was 
Unusual 



The game last Saturday between 
Arts and Medicine seems to be hav- 
ing greater significance dally. For 
one thing, the lack of condition of 
many uf the men who are supposedly 
fit is being more and more plainly 
shown, as the results of Saturday's 
casualties come drifting In. In the 
first place, "Curly" Walters, of the 
Medicine team, who was a former 
member of the McGlll second team 
during the lust year that McGill was 
in Intercollegiate activities, was In- 
jured by a flying tackle. He was un- 
able to play the rest of the game. It 
was not thought that his knee was 
l>adly hurt until Monday, when he 
was forced to enter the Royal Vic- 
luria Hospital. It is said he has a 
torn ligament. Gordon McL>ellan, of 
Commerce '17, who played on the 
Arts team the same day, la laid up at 
home with a broken ankle, and will 
be unable to return to the Unt'veralty 
for at least four weeks. The ankle 
was not cared for at the time of the 
accident, and is much worse on that 
account. It has been placed in a 
cast. Greenwood was knocked out by 
a hard tackle In the fir-st quarter of 
the yaiiie. The fact that a former 
first team man should be knocked 
out in .a game of such comparatively 
modiorre playing shows how much 
the traiiiiiii; of a regular season im- 
proves a man's condition over a mere 
oeeasional Kanie among the faculties. 
Clark, of Arts, was Injured In tlie 
back when he doubled up over the 
luill after a tackle in the last period. 
Uilhooley showed unmistakable signs 
of exhaustion, due to lack of condi- 
tion in the same period. 

Injuries will deprive Medicine of 
Walters, one of their beet line men 
in the game with Science to-day. In 
addition. Greenwood will not be in 
the line-up, being out of town owing 
to the Herlous illness of his mother, 
and will very likely not be back in 
time to pluy.
